
ILLINOIS PHASE 1B VACCINATIONS: 

Phase 1B vaccinations started on January 25, 2021. As Illinois moves into the early stages of Phase 1B 
of the COVID-19 Vaccination Administration Plan, Governor Pritzker announced a new website portal 
on coronavirus.illinois.gov to provide residents with easily accessible information about the COVID-19 
vaccine.

Currently, COVID-19 vaccinations are available by appointment only. Click here to be directed to the
portal where you can find vaccination locations on a map and get appointment information by
following the listed links. You can also book appointments at Walgreens and Osco.

As the supply of the vaccines increases and the state of Illinois receives more vaccine, the state will 
launch walk-in locations and expand the types of sites where consumers can get a vaccination, such as 
doctor’s offices and urgent care centers.

ILLINOIS PHASE 1B VACCINATIONS

Who is Eligible For The Vaccine During Phase 1B?
Phase 1B impacts non-health care frontline essential workers and adults 65 years of age 
and over. Individuals eligible for the vaccine under Phase 1 B include:

• Illinoisans who are 65 and older

• First responders (firefighters, law enforcement. 911 workers, security officers)

• Educational institutions (congregate childcare, Pre-K to 12th grade staff- teachers, principals, 
student support workers, student aides, day care workers)

• Food and agricultural workers (processing plants, veterinary health, animal care)

• Manufacturing (Industrial production of good for distribution to retail, wholesale or other 
manufactures)

• Corrections workers and inmates (prison guards, jail guards)

• United States Postal Service workers

• Public transit workers (flight crew, bus drivers, train conductors, taxi drivers and paratransit 
drivers)

• Grocery store workers (baggers, cashiers, stockers customer service, pick-up staff)

• Shelters/Adult Day Care (homeless shelters, women’s shelters, adult day/drop-in programs 
and sheltered workshops
